A HISTORICAL EVENT. 


Detroit Will Celebr.ui Anuiver«rj- of 


British Evacuation. 


' to Tin 
pETRorr, July -1.—Instead of formallv 


celebrating Independence day, Detroit 
will, a week later, celebrate the centen- 
nial anniversary of the. evacuation by 
the British of Detroit and the North 
west territory. 


The governors of all the north westen 


Itaies, with their staffs, have bo-n in 
vited, as have also the president and 
cabinet, members of the United States 
supreme court, most of-:he foreign am 
bassadors and many other distinguished 
men. 
The chief orator of the day wil 


be Governor OTerrall of Virginia, who 
will be accompanied by his staff. 
The 


main exercises will be held in and about 
the new aud iucompleted government 
buildiug, which stands upon a portion 
or the very site of old Port Leruoulr 
afterward called Fort Shelby, which 
was the structure evacuated by the 
British on July 11, ] 796. By this act 
the Northwest territory first carne into 
possession of the United States. 


The treaties of I?a2-«i provided for 


the surrender of the western territory 
ivy the English, but the evacuation o'f 
Detroit did not take place until 13 years 
later, having been delayed on prJtext* 
of unsettled claims and protests of trad- 
ers. 


Jay's final treaty, made in 1704, pro- 


vided for the evacuation of Detroit on 
or before June ), 17H«, and the actual 
surrender took place July 11. 


The exercises will consist of unveil- 


ing a memorial tablet in the entrance of 
the federal building, historical addresses 
and Governor O'Ferrall's oration : also, 
a parade of federal and state troops and' 
oattalions aud other military and pat 
notic organizations.

Stock tinctuatiouii were still more 
ephenu-real, including two sharp de- 
clines and partial rallies within a week, 
both laboriously ascribed to various po- 
litical causes, but mainly due to keen 
operators who saw chances for a quick 
turn. 


Extended views of the half year's 


operations in leading branches of man- 
ufacture go far to explain numerous 
§toppages. In woolens prices are de- 
pressed, but still depend on foreign pos- 
sibilities. In cotton goods the closin- 
of many nulls, both north aud south 
for half of July and August, is in ef- 
fect a recognition of the fact that there 
is a heavy stock of goods. The reduc- 
tion ot prices has brought out a lar^e 
demand in many cases, but not enough 
to meet the output of the mills. A fur- 
ther decline in print cloths to 2}.£ cents 


The output of irou has largely de- 


creased and there is a quite "cne'-u] 
stoppage of work for repairs, but the 
annual controversies about wages have 
m most cases been settled, and it is be- 
lieved will be settled in all without 
strikes.

The gist 
of the plank will, however," be an une- 
quivocal declaration for tho free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of Hi to 1, without awaiting the action 
of any other nation. 


The tariff plank is really giving the 


silver majority more concern than the 
financial declaration. 
Thev consider 


this a very delicate matter. "The silver 
question is recognized by all us the par- 
amount issue, but the Democracy has 
been so persistent, in its declarations on 
the tariff ami the Republicans made it 
so prominent in their platform that 
they realize the impossibility of ignor- 
ing it. This they would gladly do if 
they could for this one time, because of 
the effect that a declaration leaning too 
pronouncedly toward free, trade would 
have upon the Republican silver men 
and Popniists whose votes they hope to 
secure with a free silver candidate.

Hence Christian scholars do not 


"play fast and loose either with 
words or with science" in order 10 
bring the story of creation "into 
harraony with what we have learned 
from geology.'1 They simply take 
tho story for what it is— namely, a 
popular presentation of the more 
striking phenomena of creation for 
the purpose of teaching, not science 
or philosophy, in the technical senso 
of these terms, but- moral and reli- 
gious truth. In broad outline they 
recognize that there is a substantial 
agreement between the narrative in 
Genesis and tho teaching of science, 
and that is all we should expect, as 
well as all the Scripture, properly 
expounded, leads us to expect. 


But while the general order of 


Genesis is such as physical soience 
now accepts judicious teachers do 
not maintain that tho narrative in 
the first chanter of tbe book is per- 
fect geology. On the contrary, they 
perceive that the writer's descrip- 
tion of tbe Spirit's operations as so 
many creative acts, occupying so 
many solar days, though having a 
general foundation in nature, merely 
represents an ordorly progress in the 
work of creation. Instead of claim- 
ing, therefore, that tho story of cre- 
ation coincides in all respects with 
tho results which physical investi- 
gation has disclosed such teachers, 
recognizing the popular and pictur- 
esque character of tbe account, do 
not attempt to correlate Genesis and 
geology clay by day. 


Since tho first chapter of Genesis 


tGaclios neither geology nor chro- 
nology there is nothing in it incon- 
sistent with the doctrine of evolu- 
tion that tje world was formed by a 
gradual process of development in 
harmony with natural Inivs or with 
tbe declaration of geology that nm- 
mnl lifo existed for ages before the 
human raci; appeared. Thar all cre- 
ated thnigj aro duo to divmo irctiv- 
ity anil tUat spiritual death or sej 
aratiou from God is the outcome of 
human disobedience — theso aro 
fundamental faces \vliirb tho story 
OL creation teaches and which tbe 
testimony of tbo rock^ rtoea not 
gainsay.

Journal treats of "7.h« Pardoning Pow- 
er and Impeachment." Of the former 


cites ail incident in showing the op- 


pressive responsibilities it- places upon 
the shoulders of a president. He says: 


"A reprieve is a temporary suspen- 


sion of the execution of a sentence. 
This power is often used for the pur- 
pose of giving the president iuao to ex 
amiiie an application for a pardon or 
to enable the condemned to furnish fur- 
ther evidence in support of such an ap- 
plication. In the summer of 1889 a» 
npplicanou fcr a pardon in behalf of \ 
man condemned to death for murder 
was presented to me, and after a care- 
ful examination the application was 
denied. On the day before the day fixed 
for the execution 1 arrived at Bar Har- 
bor on a visit to Mr. Elaine, and found 
that just before my arrival a telegram 
had couie asking for a reprieve. The 
message had been telephoned to Mr. 
Elaine's house and received by Mrs. 
Elaine. Her sympathies and those of the 
whole household were at once enlisted 
for the poor fellow, and though the gib- 
bet was over twelve hundred miles away 
the shadow of it was over the house, 
and I was the hangman. A telegram to 
the United States marshal granting a 
short reprieve was sent, and ihc day of 
the execution was again my uncomfort- 
able secret. It is not. a pleasant thing to 
have the power of life and death. 


"Xo graver or more oppressive re- 


sponsibility can be laid upon a public 
officer. 
The power io panlmi ineludes 


the power to commute u sentence.—that, 
is, to reduce it. When the sentence is 
death, the president may rommutu it to 
imprisonment for life or for ;my Used 
term, and when vhe sentence is impris- 
onment for life or for a fixed ie'nu of 
years ho may reduce the term of im- 
prisonment, and if n fine is imposed he 
may reduce the amount or remit it. "

Racpterry Cnltcre. 


A writer who claims to have made a 


snccess with raspberries, writes the fol- 
lowing to American Agriculturist: 


Black raspberries require so much less 


care than red uues that I confine myself 
to this class exclusively. Besidesj I have 
a home market for all I can raise, while 
for red ones there is hardly any demand. 
I plant either in fall or spring, accord- 
ing to circumstances. 
The rows are 


made six feet apart, and the plants sot 
four feet apart in the row. During the 
first summer level culture is given be- 
tween the rows, and weeds among the 
bills which tho cultivator misses are cnt 
ont with the hoe. In the fall, with a 
light one horse plow, I throw two shal- 
low furrows to the rows, slightly over- 
lapping. The following spring, soon aft- 
er the weeds start, the ground is thor- 
oughly ban owed and then not disturbed 
till after the picking season.

Sheep o«ly are n«- 
known. It is said that a forest bred, 
child shows terror on seeing one for 
the first time away from his home. 


The bracken fern, under certain 


restrictions, is theirs for litter; the 
turf for fuel. Leaves are gathered in 
November for garden dressing. Hol- 
ly catting sends profitable cartloads 
of ''Christmasing1' to Southampton 
and Winchester, to the great loss of 
the birds, bnt not to the detriment 
of the trees. Rural prosperity of sis 
centuries ago repeats itself through- 
out this sylvan paradiso in a popu- 
lation thrifty, independent, proper 
tied — a survival, perhaps a prophetic 
earnest, of the time -when the labor- 
ers of merry England built houses 
and inhabited them, planted and 
reaped the fruit thereof. — London 
Speaker.

Eskimo Throwing Sticks. 


A "throwing stick," "throwing 


board" or "spear thrower," as it is 
sometimes called, is a contrivance 
for casting a javelin or harpoon, 
which is employed by various sav- 
age ratses, snob as the Australians, 
somo South Americaai tribes and 
especially by the Eskimos, among 
whom its use is almost universal.

Tirelve years ago this s&me charac- 


ter was a well-to-do lumber man acd 
was located in Michigan. He trav 
eled through Ohio and many times 
visited Lima and sold thousands, of 
dollars' worth of lumber to the lum 
her dealers of this city. He became 
well acquainted with them and held 
their confidence which he later on 
abused. He quit selling lumber and 
went to the Sandwich Islands to seek 
his fortune. He was well educated 
and a fluent talker on almost any 
subject. He secured a position at 
Hawaii as a school teacher, but got 
into trouble. He was indicted there 
and placed under bond and while 
under bond he left the islands and 
came to America. He appeared in 
Lima about the last of February and 
Immediately 
hunted up his old 


friends and through them met other 
persons. He made many friends, 
courted the good graces of the ladles 
and made love to one of Lima's bel'si 
whom he promised to marry.
